Stockdale v. Hansard, the case in connection with 
which William Evans, a distiller, and sheriff of London 
and Middlesex 1839-40, was given the plate in this lot 
and Lot 4, at a public dinner on June 12, 1841, is well 
known to students of Constitutional Law. Stockdale

published by order of the House of Commons ; he ob- 
tained £600 damages ; the sheriffs of Middlesex——William 
Evans and John Wheelton—levied for that amount 
and paid the money to Stockdale. The House decided 
that there had been a breach of privilege and ordered 
the sheriffs to return the money: on their refusal 
they were committed to the custody of the Sergeant- 
at-arms of the House of Commons (Jan. 21, 1840). 
Evans was not released till May 6, in spite of a petition 
to the Queen by the City (see Welch, Modern History 
of the City of London, 13896, p. 182 ysis 7) May 
Treatise on the Law etc. of Parliament, 1873, pp. 172-5 ; 
Anson, Law & Custom of the Constitution, vol. I, p. 180).

** The miniature of the Prince de Conde, painted during his 
retirement in England, was probably among the last done by 
John Smart, Jnr., before he sailed for India in 1808. That of 
the Princess would appear to be very flattering for a woman 
of forty-five, as she then was, and is more in keeping with her 
adopted daughter the Comtesse de Rully.
